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This is a decision on the "REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT 
TERM ADJUSTMENT CORRECTION PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)," 
filed April 14, 2005. 

Applicants argue that the Office will have failed to issue a 
patent within three years of the filing date of the application 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.702(b). 

Applicants are advised that decision on the instant request for 
reconsideration of patent term adjustment ("PTA") under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.705(b) is hereby held in abeyance subject to an 
issuance date being set by the Office of Patent Publications at 
which time the PTA will be routinely recalculated.
